Mr. Charles B. Chester, Master Mechanic of the Guate- 
mala Central Ry., Central America, died at his home in 
Chattanooga, Tenn., Jan. 8, aged 47. In 18 he resigned 
as Master Mechanic of the Chattanooga, Rome & Columbus 
R. R, and went to Guatemala. 

Prof. John H. Haldeman, who was Principal of the De 
partment of Observation of the State Normal School, West- 
field, Mass., from 1869 to 1889, died Jan. 14, at Marietta, 
Pa., aged 65. He devoted much time to scientific research 
and mechanics and made several valuable inventions 

Sir Charles Hutton Gregory, Past President of the In- 
stitution of Civil Engineers, of London, England, died Jan. 
10. He was born in Woolwich in 1817, and his father was 
Dr. Olinthus Gregory, Professor of Mathematics at the 
Royal Military Academy, Woolwich. He had been chief 
or consulting engineer on many important works, among 
others the construction of railways in Ceylon, Trinidad and 
the Cape of Good Hope. In 1882 he was made a member 
of the Channel Tunnel Committee and in 1886 was one of 
the Royal Commissioners of the Colonial and Indian Ex 
hibition in London. 


Mr. Melville C. Smith, who was for more than a quarter 
of a century identified with rapid transit plans for New 
York city, died there Jan. 12, aged 64. In 1868 he succeeded 
in having a bill introduced in the New York Legislature 
providing for an arcade underground road for Broadway, 
but it was not until 1886 that he succeeded in getting a 
charter for it. The Court of Appeals declared the act un- 
constitutional after the capital had been secured and con- 
tracts let; but Mr. Smith still continued to work for the 
project, endeavoring to aid the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sioners in its consummation. 

Maj. Benjamin Butterworth, Commissioner of Patents, 
died at Thomasville, Ga., Jan. 16. He was born in Warren 
County, Ohio, Oct. 22, 1822, and graduated from the Cin 
cinnati Law School in 1861. He enlisted in the Union 
Army in the Civil War and retired with the rank of Major. 
in 1871 he was appointed U. S. District Attorney and in 
1873 and 1874 was a member of the Ohio State Senate. 
He was elected to Congress in 1878 and in 1883 was ap- 
pvinted a commissioner to examine a part of the Northern 
Pacific R. R., by President Arthur. Maj. Butterworth was 
appointed U. S. Commissioner of Patents on Sept. 1, 1883, 
and in 1884 was again elected to Congress. After his ser- 
v.ce in the Patent Office he built up a large and lucrative 
business as a patent attorney. President McKinley ap- 
pointed him Commissioner of Patents again on April 1, 
1897. One of the most commendable and noteworthy acts 
of his life is now fresh in public memory—the weeding out 
of the lists of patent solicitors, and the disbarment from 
practice of some of those guilty of notoriously fraudulent 
practices. The whole country owes a debt of gratitude to 
Mr. Butterworth’s memory for his bravery and zeal in 
this work, which was carried out in the face of powerful 
influences exerted by those who profited by the dishonest 
practices. 

Mr. Burr Kellogg Field, M. Am. Soc. C. E., Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Berlin Iron Bridge Co., East Berlin, Conn., 
died at his home in Berlin, Conn., Jan. 13, after an Illness 
of less than a week. His death was so sudden that few of 
his friends were aware that he was ill. He was born in 
Auburn, Ind., May 5, 1856, and entered the Sheffield 
Scientific School, Yale University, New Haven, Conn., in 
1874, graduating in 1877 as a civil engineer. Immediately 
after graduation he commenced practical work on the rail- 
ways of the West, being connected with the Department 
of Track, Bridges and Buildings of the St. Louis & South 
Eastern R. R. as Track Foreman from March to Septem- 
ber, 1878. He was rodman on surveys in New Mexico and 
Colorado for the Denver & Rio Grande R, R. until 
January, 1879, and was rodman on the construction 
of the Omaha extension of the old North Missouri 
R. R. until August, 1879, and on the construction 
of the Wichita extension of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Ry. until March, 1880. From that time 
until February, 1882, he was Assistant Engineer on 
the St. Louis & San Francisco R. R. in Arkansas and 
Indian Territory, both on construction and surveys, and 
from February, 1882, to November, 1883, was an Assistant 
Engineer on the Northern Pacific R. R. He was in charge 
of construction on the Yellowstone Division of the North- 
ern Pacific from February to May, 1882, and in March, 
1883, was made Engineer in charge of track and bridges 
on the construction of National Park Branch (52 miles 
long) of the Northern Pacific R. R., holding this position 
until the following November. On Jan, 17, 1884, he was 
appointed Superintendent of Bridges in the Highway De- 
partment of the City of Philadelphia, which position 
he held for something over a year, when he resigned 
to accept a position as Assistant Engineer of the 
Berlin Iron Bridge Co. His advancement in this 
company has been very rapid, and at the time of 
his death he occupied the position of Vice-President 
with general charge of all the sales. Since his connection 
with the company its business has been much extended and 
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its :ales have increased rapidly from year to year. He had 
no small part in making the reputation which the Berlin 
[ron Bridge Co. now enjoys, and his death will be a severe 
loss to his associates. He was an indefatigable worker, not 
only for the company which he had so faithfully served, but 
in everything he undertook. His pleasing manner and his 
frankness and square dealing gave him an enviab:e reputa- 
tion among the manufacturing companies of the country, 
and won him friends everywhere. He is survived by a wife 
aud two young children.

20 ft.; these larger sizes having shown themselves cheaper 
carnierse Speaking of the Nicaraguan Canal, he said, with 
sufficient sized channels and locks, the traffic passing 
through would equal fully 25,000,000 tons per annum, oF 
an amount equal to that of both the Suez and Sault Ste. 
Marie canals.
